The policeman, therefore, is to 
many people not a symbol of 
protection, but a symbol of re- 
striction. 


This is too bad, and it's rather 


tough on the police, whose jobs 
are hard enough anyhow. But we 
don't see just what can be done i 
about it

To recent articles, attention has Ix'en 
called to the importance of the bu siness 
or penalty dou ble. In that connection 
fhe following qu otation from an article 
on that su bject by W. Dalton, the 
English au thority, is most interesting: 
“There are some players who have 
hardly ever been known to dou ble. We 
u sed to call them ‘bu mble bees’, be­ 
cau se thev had no sting. They will bid 
their hands u p as far as they dare, bu t 
it never seems to occu r to them to 
dou ble their opponents. 
“Others go to the opposite extreme, 
and are always looking ou t for the op­ 
portu nity to dou ble, sometim’s very 
u nwisely. It is by no means difficu lt 
to lay a t rap for a player of this calibre, 
and to indu ce him to dou ble one ou t. 
The rash dou bler is, in my opinion, the 
most dangerou s partner to cu t with. 1 
vrou ld very mu ch sooner have a rash 
caller as a partner.’’ 
One of the interesting situ ations that 
arise in Au ction is the proper bidding 
ot hands that contain three fou r-card 
su its and a singleton. Here is a fine 
example of the projwr way to handle 
these difficu lt hands:

Perhaps the most discouraging of the many 


experiences mothers have, is the failure of their 
babies to develop. In spite of what the mother 
thinks is proper feeding and in spit* of All the 
love showered upon the infant, it does not jrrow. 


Doctors speak of undevelopment, lou of 


weight and low vitality as being evidence* of 
"malnutrition." The word is applied to those 
thin. p&le. delicate children with dark rings 
round their eyes, rough hair and flat chests. 
They are apt to be nervous, restless, disturbed 
in sleep and fussy about their food. 


The most common cause of malnutrition la * 


faulty diet. -By this I mean that the food is in- i 
sufficient in amount or-improper in kind. Be- 
sides, the habits in eating may be bad.

A child, particularly in those early months when growth should

RNE of the sad thin gs about life is that strive as we may there 
are sure to be un happy experien ces.

1 should brin g happin ess 
to every mother on the face of the earth. 
Perhaps the most d iscouragin g of the man y 
experien ces mothers have, is the failure of their 
babies to d evelop. 
In spite of what the m other 
thin ks is proper feed in g an d in spite of ail the 
love showered upon the in fan t, it d oes n ot grow. 
Doctors speak 
of 
un d evelopmen t, 
loss 
of 
weight an d low vitality as bein g evid en ces of 
“m aln utrition .” 
The word is applied to those 
thin , pale, d elicate child ren with d ark rin gs 
roun d their eyes, rough hair an d flat chests. 
They are apt to be n ervous, restless, d isturbed 
in sleep an d fussy about their food . 
The most common cause of m aln utrition is a 
faulty d iet. By this I mean that the food is in ­ 
sufficien t in am oun t or improper in kin d .
